WITH  THE  AMERICAN  ARMY  ON  THE  AISNE-MARNE 
FRONT,  July  30.— (By  the  Associated  Press)— Through  a 
-barrafe  as  deadly  as  any  the  Germans  have  laid  down  on  any 
sector  for  months,  the  American  soldiers,  comprising  men 
from  the  middle  west  and  eastern  States,  pushed  their  line 
forward  a  little  more  today,  and  tonight  it  forms  the  apex  of 
the  long  Allied  front.  Their  progress  was  considerable,  though 
less  than  two  miles,  but  it  is  regarded  as  a  brilliant  operation 
in  view  of  the  determined  countering  by  the  Germans.

The  Americans  withstood  two 
heavy  attacks  during  the  night,  and 
at  daylight  t>egan  their  operations, 
which  left  them  tonight  well  to  the 
north  of  Sergy,  on  the  long  slopes  ap- 
proaching the  heavy  woods  beyond 
Nesle,  a  little  town  directly  east  of 
Berlnges,  whose  retention  the  Ger- 
mans b(ttfrly  opptmed. 

The  eaiit  end  of  the  lliji*  swing* 
northeasterly  opposite*  this  point,  artd 
then  drops  off  sharply  in  th«\direction 
of  Cierg«s  nnd  Rdn«shere«.  The  Ourcq 
River  has  been  left  far  behind,  the 
line  being  pushed  forward  across  the  ; 
cone  to  the  northwest  The  Germans 
ire  holding  positions  In  Nesles  forest, 
from  which  their  guns  are  shelling 
Ineffectively.  It  was  late  In^he  day 
before  the  whole  of  Berlnges  was 
wholly  cleared.  The  Germans  clung 
to  the  northern  part  of  the  town 
tenaciously  and  used  their  machine 
guns  murderously. 

Neltktr  side  used  artillery.  Tb«re 
was  Iwnd-to-hand  nghtlng  In  the 
streets.  In  which  the  Americans 
proved  the  pnaster,  driving  the  enemy 
before  tbeni. 

Ofcwe  Fighting 
The  story  of.  the  light  for  the  pos- 
session of  Meuroy  farm.Jylng  directly 
south  of  Berlnges,  will  long  be  remem- 
bered In  the  history  of  the  division. 
The  Germans  left  behind  a  strong 
force  of  machine  gunners  and  Infan- 
try. The  Americans  moved  forward 
through  the  yellow  wheat  fields,  which 
were  sprayed  and  torn  by  bullets.  But 
they  advanced  as  though  on  a  drill 
Vromid. 

The  American  guns  laid  down  a 
heavy  artillery  Are,  but  notwithstand- 
ing this,  many  of  the  Germans  re- 
mained when  It  came  to  band-to- 
flghtlng.  In  a  group  of  farm  build- 
ings the  enemy  bad  set  up  a  strong 
defence.  Here  the  Germans  stuck  to 
their  guns,  and  the  Americans  rushed 
them  and  killed  the  gunners  at  their 
posts. 

It  was  a  battle  without  mercy,  and 
t>-plcal  of  similar  engagements  oc- 
curring along  the  whole  line.  The 
Prussian  Guards  and  Bavarians 
everywhere  fought  in  accordance 
with  their  training,  b^ut  were  outwit- 
ted and  outfought. 

Tltroogh  8evi?re  Barrngv 

To  the  north  of  the  farm,  up  the 
lung  slopes  leading  to  the  woods,  the 
Amerlcsns  encotlnterod  the  Hercest 
exhibition  of  Germany's  war  science, 
the  Germans  laid  down  a  barrage, 
which,  it  Is  said,  was  as  heavy  as  had 
ever  been  employed.  The  American 
tuns  replied  heavily.  The  order  for 
the  advance  came,  and  the  line  mov- 
«d  forward  across  the  grain  fields 
through  the  barrage.  On  a  near-by 
hillside  the  chief  staff  officers  watch- 
ad  the  operation.  They  saw  shells 
fall,  in  some  cases  leaving:  long  gaps 
Iti  the  line,  but  the  troops  never  halt- 
ed. On  through  the  barrage  the 
Americans  went  into  the  German 
positions,  attacking  fiercely  the  OM- 
chine  gun  and  Infantry-  deUchments. 
The  barrnfte  died  srway,  the  Germans 
leaving  the  work  of  resistance  to  t&e 
men  they  had  failed  to  protect  with 
thi^  <'>)eavy  guns.

The  following  official  communication 
was  Issued  this  evenlnir  by  the  Air 
Ministry: 

"On  the  night  of  the  3tth  slid  29th 
our  machines  attacked  the  railway  ata- 
tlons  at  Offenburg,  Rastatt  and  Baden, 
fltuttgart  and  Holllngen  also  were  at- 
tacked. Three  hostile  airdromes  and 
numerous  ground  targets  were  bombed 
and  subjected  to  machine  gun  lire.  All 
our   machinea    returned. 

"On  the  morning '  of  the  30th  Inst, 
our  squadrons  successfnlly  bombarded 
the  railway  station  at  OITenburg.  Good 
reaults  were  obtained.  In  the  course 
of  combats,  three  enemy  machines  were 
shot  down  and  one  other  was  driven 
down  out  of  control.  One  of  our  ma- 
I   chines   Is   missing." 


SHIP  SITU  A  TION 
MUCH  IMPROVED 

Sir  Eric  Geddes  Gives  Comparison  With  That  of 
Year  Ago— Tonnage   Now  Shows  Goodly 
Net  Increase  —  Sinkings  Diminish    ' 
While  More  U-Boats  Destroyed. 


LONDON,  July  30.— Sir  Eric  Ged- 
des, First  Lord  of  the  British  Admlr- 
nlly.  gave  the  House  of  Commons  to- 
day a  review  of  the  naval  situation, 
and  particularly  defended  the  policy 
of  starting  naUonal  shipbuilding  yards 
In  discussing  the  shipbuilding  pro- 
gramme In  conuectlon  with  the  navy 
estimates 

The  First  Lord  compared  the  situ- 
ation today  regarding  tonnage  with 
that  of  a  year  ago.  Then  the  net 
loss  In  tonnage,  he  said,  was  350,000 
gross  tons  monthly.  Submarines'' then 
were  not  being  destroyed  as  fast  as 
the  Germans  were  building  them, 
while  the  merchant  shipyards  were 
short  of  men  and  material.  Four 
hundred  thousand  tons  net  loss 
monthly  was  the  British  deficit.  Ev- 
ery yard  that  could  take  naval  work 
had  been  put  In  ..aval  building.  Grad- 
ually during  the  past  year,  he  said, 
the  position  has  changed  in  many 
directions.  Instead  of  losing  tonnage, 
the  world's  net  insult  in  the  last  quar- 
ter had  been  a  gain  roughly  of.  100,- 
000  tons  a  month.  The  Allied  and 
neutral  world  was  as  well  off  on  June 
80  a«  on  January  1,  1918.  This  re- 
sult, he  -leclAred.  had  been  obtained 
by  reduced  sinkings  and  Increased 
building.  '     » 

The  reduced  sinkings  had  been  ar- 
rived at.  he  aald.  by  a  greater  pro- 
ductive eflfort  devoted  to  wnr«hlpa  and 
small  craft  of  an  sntl-submarlne 
character.  Nothing  wss  Included  of 
commandeered  or  acquired  tonnage 
In  thU  result. 

"The  probUm  of  a  year  ago.  was 
considered  by  many  almost  Incon- 
ceivable and  Insolvable."  Sir  terlc 
MM.  "Meresrmtlft  carrying  power  waa 
balnc  sunk  at  a  rate  which  wton 
would  have  meant  an  Inability  to  eon- 
tlnoe  the  war.  nnd  there  was  no  tried 
recognised  means  of  combatting  the 
cnmpalgA.  It  was  necessary  to  pro- 
vide a  building  programme  of  afltl- 
■ubmartne  craft,  mines,  other  appll- 
ancea  and  merchant  shlpc  «•  m  great- 
ly   Increased   srale. 

"The    total    Increase    In    labor    laat 
y«ar  li|  aWpbtilldlng  yard*  and  ma- 


rine engineering  works  was  36.000. 
The  original  demand  of  a  year  ago 
was  for  80,000  addlUonaJ.  part  of 
them  skilled.  Owing  to  events  on  tha 
western  front,  and  the  great  demands 
for  technical  men  for  the  air  force 
and  the  army.  It  was  impossible  to 
obtain  the  proper  quota  of  skilled 
men  by  their  withdrawal  from  the 
army.  Unskilled  men  were  offerod 
freely,  but  they  could  not  be  absorbed 
because  of  the  lack  of  skilled  men." 
"It  is  interesting."  he  added,  "that 
the  very  same  problem  confronted 
America,  and  America  met  It  In  prmo- 
tlcally  the  same  way — the  same  class 
of  yard  and  the  «ame  type  of  con- 
struction and  with  excellent  results. 

Merchant  ship  repairs,  said  Sir 
Eric,  are  today  busily  engaging  near- 
ly two-thirds  as  many  workmen  aa 
are  engaged  on  new  construction  of 
merchantmen. 

"But,"  he  conUnued.  "the  subma- 
rines have  found  It  too  dangerous  to 
work  Inshore  and  are  going  far  out. 
The  number  of  ships  damaged,  aa 
we?l  at  sunk.  Is  decreasing,  and  the 
transference  of  men  from  repairs  to 
new  construction  work  la  possible. 
The  number  ot  men  employed  on  new 
construction  of  warships  and  auxil- 
iaries Is  roughly  160.000.  and  on  mer- 
chantmen   120.000. 

"BrlUIn  has  borne  the  burden  to 
a  preponderating  extent  of  lighting 
the  submarines.  The  new  output  of 
anti-submarine  ships,  mines  and  Im- 
plements has  been  preponderatlngly 
otirs.  and  the  responsibility  for 
combstting  the  menace  has  be»n 
ours..  Even  today  the  Increased  as- 
sistance brought  by  the  new  construc- 
tion of  the  Allies  la  amall  bideed.  but 
times  are  changing. 

"America's  programme  Is  now  be- 
ginning to  come  along,  and  T  have 
had  the  pleasure  of  conalderlng  It 
with  Mr.  Roosevelt.

PARIS.  July  30. — Northeast  of 
Fere-en-Tardenois  the  Allied  troops 
In  local  fighting  today  advanced  their 
line  and  also  retained  the  ground 
captured  In  the  region  of  Sergy,  not- 
withstanding several  German  counter- 
attacks, according  to  the  French  of- 
ficial communication  Issued  this  even- 
ing. 

Attempts  by  the  Germans  to  retake 
the  village  of  Ste.  Euphralse.  south-. 
•wffft  ot  Rhelms.  Tailed,  allhbugh  tlie 
enemy  made  a  slight  advance  to  the 
west  of  the  village.  The  text  of  the 
communication  follows: 

"On  Vhe  right  bank  of  the  Ourcq 
some  local  fighting  enabled  us  to  ad- 
vanoe  on  the  height  to  the  northeast 
of  Fere-en-Tardenols. 

"In  the  region  of  Sergy  we  maln- 
Ulned  our  gains.  In  spite  of  several 
reactions  by  the  enemy. 

"Southwest  of  Rhelms  the  Germans 
attacked  on  both  sides  of  Ste.  Euph- 
ralse. All  their  attempts  to  capture 
Ste.  Euphralse  failed.  In  spite  of  a 
slight  advance  nwide  by  them  to  the 
west  of  the  village.

"Ir.  the  afternoon  the  enemy  ox- 
tended  his  attack  beyond  Fcreen- 
Tardenols  eastwards.  They  were  Just 
aCs  unsuccessful  as  the  parUnI  attacks 
he  launched  In  the  morning,  at  Bols- 
Maunlere.  Southwest  of  Rhelms  the 
enemy  renewed  his  attacks  as  many 
as  five  times  at  Isolated  points  be- 
tween Chambrecy  and  Vrlgny.  keep- 
ing them  up  in  violent  partial  at- 
tacks until  late  In  the  evening.  H« 
was  repuUed  everywhere  with  san- 
guinary 1o9se«. 

"In  the  Champagne,  south  of  Mont 
Flestcl,  we  drove  the  enemy  out  of 
trenches  which  he  had  occupied 
since  his  thrust  of  Saturday,  and  cap- 
tured an  enemy  point  of  support 
northeast  of  Perthes."

TANKER  HAS  HGHT 

WITH  StJBMARINE 

AN  ATLANTIC  PORT,  July  80.— A 
tanker  arrived  here  tonight  after  a 
tlve  hours'  fight  with  a  German  eub- 
marlne  six  hundred  miles  off  the  New 
Jersey  coast,  last  Friday. 

The  ship's  cook  was  wounded  In  ono 
leg  by  shrapnel  during  the  engage- 
ment. 

The  U-boat  was  sighted  when  eight 
miles  away,  tried  to  head  off  the 
tanker  from  the  land  and  then  open- 
ed fire,  discharging  about  two  hun- 
dred shots.

NEW  YORK,  July  80.— ThAt  Ger- 
many apent  130,000,000  to  150,000,- 
000  for  propaganda  in  thia  country, 
"and  »ot  nothing  for  It,"  was  a  dec- 
laration by  Oeorse  Sylveirter  VIereck, 
alleged  pro-Qerman  publicist.  In  tea- 
tlmony  given  at  the  Inquiry  here  Into 
Teuton  actlvltiea  In  the  United  State*. 

As  a  wltnem  In  the  Investigation 
VIereck  declared  that  If  a  string  of 
Influential  newsj^pers  had  been 
bought  with  German  money,  "we 
would  have  arranged  that  America 
▼/ould  have  never  entered  the  war." 
He  asserted  that  he  had  favored  the 
acquisition  and  conduct  of  a  group 
of  papers  "along  legitimate  lines,"  to 
present  the  Gersian  side  of  the  war 
to  American  readers.

LONDON,  July  80. — (Via  Reuter's 
Ottawa  Agency). — The  press  corre- 
spondent with  the  Canadian  forces 
telegraphs  today: 

"Prisoners  captured  In  one  of  our 
effective  'big  battle'  raids  on  July  2€ 
state  that  the  German  troops  are  no 
longer  boastful  about  the  coming  vic- 
tory. On  the  contrary,  although 
prisoners  claim  there  are  30  reserve 
divisions  between  Amiens  and  the  sea, 
the  Germans  are  In  deadly  fear  of  an 
anticipated  Allied  attack. 

"The  raid  mentioned  was  success- 
fully carried  out  by  men  from  Sas- 
katchewan. It  nipped  in  the  bud  a 
similar  German  project,  which  was 
intended  to  ascertain  if  any  Amer- 
UvtQs  were  acting  with  the  men  from 
the  Dominion.  Ono  party  of  our 
raiders  drove  in  the  main  posts  to 
their  line  of  defence  and  established 
a  blockade  across  No  Man's  Land 
from  the  east.  The  main  party  had 
a  ticklish  job  In  combing  out  a  series 
of  strong  points,  consisting  of  out- 
posts and  trenches  three-quarters  of 
a  mile  long  and  half  a  mile  deep. 

"We  expected  serious  fighting  and 
went  over  In  strength.  The  Can- 
adians surprised  the  German  garri- 
son, but  the  main  enemy  body  fled 
back  to  the  strongest  line  of  trenches 
after  plunging  through  our  barrage, 
which  stretched  back  for  a  quarter  of 
a  mile.  Scores  of  corpses  testify  that 
all  did  not  survive.  The  enemy  stood 
to  In  battle  positions  all  night  long, 
thinking  a  decisive  attack  had  ar- 
rived, while  our  artillery  still  pun- 
ished  them. 

"Our  guns  wiped  out  two  large 
dugouts,  with  their  occupants,  which 
the  Canadian  patrol  discovered.  Our 
casualties  were  light. 

"The  Huns  opposite  us  are  no 
match  for  the  Canadians,  and  the 
cloae   lighting  was   one-sided. 

"OnUrio  troops  carried  out  an- 
other raid  in  which  a  dosen  of  the 
enemy  were  killed,  two  Uken  prison- 
er and  machine  guns  captured." 


OTTAWA.  July  80. — At  the  close  of

AMSTERDAM.  July  JO.-— "We  art 
re««y  to  conchide  an  honorable  peace 
M  soon  M  our  opponent*  renounce 
their  hostile  plana  almin*  at  our  de- 
■tru«tlon  or  repreaaion,"  said  Baron 
von  Huaurek,  Auatrlan  Premier,  In 
praiwntlna  hte  Cabinet  to  the  Upper 
House  of  the  Auatrlan  Parliament,  ac.

WASHINOTON.  July  30.— Ratlflca- 
tlons  of  the  draft  traatfee  tMtwecn  the 
United  States  and  Oraat  BriUin  and 
Canada  were  exchanged  today  at  Ijon- 
(lay,  it  was  offlciaUy  stated  at  the 
State  Department,  making  them  effec- 
tive from  today. 

It  la  estimated  that  aome  64.000 
American  citlxens  in  the  British  Em- 
pire, includinar  36.000  In  Canada,  and 
250,000  British  subjects  and  «0.000 
Canadians  in  the  United  Bute*  will 
be  affected  by  the  treaties. 

American  citlsens  between  the 
ages  of  21  and  31  resident  in  the 
British  Empire  Will  be  siven  sixty 
days  from  today  in  which  to  enlist, 
enroll  or  return  to  their  own  country 
for  service,  but  after  that  time  they 
will  be  subject  to  draft  unless  they 
have  been  granted  exemption  by  the 
American  Ambassador,  aa  provided  in 
the  treaties. 

All  British  subjects  and  Canadians 
between  the  aces  of  21  and  31,  the 
State  Department  explained,  who  have 
made  declaration  of  intention  to  be- 
come .  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
and  who  are  liable  to  service  under 
the  draft  law.  may  durina  the  sixty 
days  pe^od  enlist  or  enroll  volun- 
tarily in  the  British  or  Canadl#in 
forces  at  any  British  or  Canadian 
recruiting  mission  in  the  United 
States,  or  may  'aave  the  country  for 
the  purpose  of  military  service  in 
their  own  country. 

"British  subJecU  and  Canadians," 
said  the  department's  statement,  "be- 
tween the  ages  of  31  and  30.  both  In- 
clusive, who  have  not  made  declara- 
tions or  intention  to  become  citisens 
of  the  United  States,  and  British  sub- 
jects and  Canadians  of  the  ace  of  20 
to  44.  both  inclusive,  whether  they 
have  or  have  not  declared  their  inten- 
tion to  become  citisens  of  the  United 
States,  may  enlist  or  enroll  or  leave 
the  United  States,  as  the  case  may  be, 
for  the  pyrpose  of  military  service  in 
their  own  country  during  sixty  days 
from  July  30.  the  date  of  the  ex- 
change of  the  ratiflcatlonsr  if  on  or 
before  July  30  they  are  required  to 
realster  by  a  proclamation  of  the 
President  (under  the  draft  law),  or 
if  not  so  required  to  recister  on  or 
before  July  80.  then  they  may  enlist 
or  enroll  or  leave  the  country,  as  the 
case  may  be,  for  miliUry  service  in 
their  own  country,  before  the  expira- 
tion of  thirty  days  after  the  date  when 
the  registration  shall  be  thereafter  re- 
quired by  proclamation  of  the  Presi- 
dent. 

"If  within  these  periods  of  sixty  and 
thirty  days  they  do  not  enlist  or  en- 
roll or  leave  the  United  States  for 
military  service  in  their  own  country, 
they  will,  unless  exempted  by  the 
British  Ambassador  uhder  Article  3 
of  the  conventions,  be  liable  to  mili- 
tary service  in  the  United  States  and 
entitled  to  claaslflcation  and  exemp- 
tion under  the  laws  and  regulations 
relatin^r  to  compulsory  military  ser- 
vice In  force  In  the  United  States  in 
the  same ,  manner  as  If  they  were 
American  citisens. 

"British  subjects  and  Canadians 
may  now  apply  for  such  exemption, 
subject  to  certain  rules  and  limita- 
tions, which  will  be  made  known  by 
the  Ambassador  upon  request."

"Hon.  T.  A.  Crerar,  Minister  of  Xg- 
rlcutture.  when  spoken  to  about  the 
report  this  afternoon,  preferred  to 
make  no  <tatement  at  present,  but 
Intimated  that  the  matter  Is  l>efore 
the  Food  Board  for  consideration. 
Chairman  Thomson  Is  out  of  the  city. 

"There  are  immense  supplies  of 
bacon  overseas,  and  already  restric- 
tions on  the  use  of  thin  luxury  have 
been  removed  In  Great  Britain. 

"The  production  this  year  In  the 
United  States  and  Canada  Is  enor- 
mous. 

"The  removal  of  the  restrictions, 
therefore.  Is  to  be  expected  In  the 
future. 

"Whether  the  situation  will  have 
the  effect  of  diminishing  high  prices 
remains  to  be  seen,  but  as  the  figures 
which  prevail  hav«  been  Justified  by 
needs  of  the  war.  and  as  such  needs 
are  now  well  met,  there  would  ap- 
pear to  be  little  reason  for  the  ac- 
tive prices."

CARPENTERS  DEMAND 
BIG  WAGE  INCREASE 

VANCOUVER,  B.  C.  July  30.— The 
demands  of  the  building  carpenters 
for  an  increase  from  |6.60  to  $6.60  a 
day,  to  tak9  effect  on  August  1,  has 
been  definitely  refused  by  the  general 
contractors,  and  a  final  offer  was  sent 
the  men  by  the  employers  following  a 
meeting  of  the  contractors. 

The  contractors,  who  a  few  days 
ago  offered  to  pay  |6  a  day  for  new 
work.  If  the  men  would  agree  to  15.50 
for  existing  contracts,  have  raised  the 
offer  in  the  last  and  final  proposition. 
They  now  offer  1 6  per  eight-hour  day. 
If  the  men  do  not  accept  this.  It  is 
understood  the  contractors  will  let 
them  go  on  strike  if  they  so  desire. 

There  are  about  800  men  engaged 
In  construction  work  at  the  present 
rate  of  $5.60.  Ship  carpenters  are 
getting  |6.«0  in  accordance  with  the 
Robertson  agreement  of  June  1.  The 
construction  men  want  the  same 
scale.  The  wages  of  construction 
carpenters  have  increased  11.60  a  day 
since  December  last.  At  that  time  the 
wage  was  |4.  A  raise  to  $4.50  was 
later  given,  and  this  was  followed  by 
another  flfty-eent  increase.  The  last 
raise  granted  brought  the  scale  to 
16.60. 


PARIS.  July  30.— Andre  Tardieu, 
French  High  Commissioner  to  the 
XTnlled  States,  at  a  dinner  last  night 
at  the  American  University  Union,  de- 
clared the  dark  days  are  over,  but 
there  are  hard  months  ahead. 

"The  first  great  battle  in  which 
your  own  troops  have  participated  ex- 
tensively, has  been  a  great  victory," 
he  said.  "The  part  taken  by  your 
soldiers  is  well  known  in  France.  The 
soldiers  of  the  American  divisions 
which  on  the  morning  of  July  18 
gained  six,  kilometres  have  shown 
themselves  to  be  the  equal  of  the  best 
French  troops.  Your  rank  and  file, 
ofllcers  and  staffs,  are  deserving  of 
the  same  praise. 

"The  war  is  not  over  yet.  Hard 
months  are  ahead  of  us,  but  we  have 
already  taken  the  initiative.  As  far 
as  numbers  go,  the  critical  times  are 
over  with  us.  Under  the  strong 
leadership  of  a  chief  who  is  worthy  of 
France,  Premier  Clemenceau,  we  have 
held  our  ground.  Today,  after  some 
time  on  the  defensive,  the  time  for  a 
victorious  attack  has  come  and  the 
dark  days  are  over. 

"While  greeting  the  completion  of 
the  first  million  American  troops  In 
France,  we  have  greeted  the  first 
success.  In  common  with  you  Amer- 
icans, we  and  our  gallant  Allies  are 
standing  ready  for  the  supreme  ef- 
fort." 

Ambassador  Sharps  in  response 
said:  "American  soldiers  could  not 
help  being  brave  after  such  examples 
of  magnificent  courage  as  displayed 
by  the  French  troops.  The  first  mil- 
lion is  here;  another  million  will  fol- 
low, and  as  many  millions  as  are 
necessary  to  bring  the  cause  of  de- 
mocracy to  a  victorious  peace."

TAKE  PRECAUTIONS 

WITH  THB  AMBRICAN  ARMT 
ON  THE  AISNE-MARNB  FRONT. 
July  80. — Brought  to  an  American 
dressing  station  on  the  banks  of  the 
Ourcq.  a  wounded  German  captain 
kept  repeating,  "one,  two,  three," 
monotonously. 

An  Inquiry  to  a  nurse  elicited  this 
explanation:  "Oh.  all  those  German 
officers  do  that.  Tou  see."  said  the 
nurse,  who  was  administering  ether 
previous  to  an  operation  on  the  Ger- 
man officer,  "an  average  person  talks 
when  under  the  anaesthetic.  It  Is 
like  talking  in  your  sleep.  The 
Germans  know  this,  and  every  officer 
we  get  goes  under  the  ether  while 
counting. 

"The  result  is  that.  Instead  of 
Ulking  and  giving  information  they 
keep  right  on   counting."

Meetings  are 
being  held  almost  daily,  and  it  is 
expected  that  the  controllers  will 
conclude  their  discussions  at  the  end 
of   the  week. 

Satisfactory  progress  has  been 
made,  and  the  establishment  of  an 
Inter-Allied  food  council,  composed 
of  the  controllers,  is  now  an  accom- 
plished   fact. 

\  resolution  adopted  yesterday 
emphasizes  the  need  for  economy 
and  the  elimination  of  waste,  as 
well  as  increased  production  in  order 
to  build  up  the  stocks  as  insurance 
against  all  possibilities.  It  concludes: 
"We  can  not  administer  the  food 
problem  on  the  basis  of  one  year's 
wants.  We  must  prepare  for  long 
continuance  if  we  are  to  Insure  ab- 
solute   victory." 


CRIMINALS  TAKEN 

INTO  GERMAN  ARMY 


WITH  THE  AMBRICAN  ARMT 
ON  THE  AISNE-MARNE  FRONT. 
July  30. — (By  Associated  Press)  —  A 
prisoner  taken  by  the  Americans 
Monday  near  the  rhrer  Ourcq  assert- 
ed that  he  had  been  released  from 
a  German  prison  three  weeks  ago 
to  Join  the  army.  When  the  Allied 
offensive  began  he  was  sent  to  fight 
with  the  Germans  operating  along 
the  Marne. 

This  prisoner  said  that  other  Ger- 
mans had  been  released  from  con- 
finement and  turned  over  to  the 
army.  From  a  dead  German  the 
Americans  today  took  typewritten 
papers  showing  that  he  had  been  set 
free  from  the  Nordllngen  prison 
July  17  to  go  to  the  front.  The 
documents  showed  that,  notwith- 
standing the  man's  Joining  the  colors 
the  penalty  he  was  paying  was  to 
continue   hanging  over  his   head. 

This  German  was  kilted  by  an 
American  sergeant  with  a  pistol  Just 
after  the  Americans  had  crossed  the 
Oureq. 


LONDON.  July  80.— Vm  Router's 
OtUwa  Agency).  —  Earl  Curxon. 
speaking  at  a  iMinquet  at  Gray's  Inn 
last  evening,  said  that  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  fifth  year  or  the  war  the 
purpose  of  the  nation  and  the  Gov- 
ernment showed  no  weakening,  alwte- 
ment  or  modification.  He  believed 
that  In  the  meetings  of  the  ImperUI 
War  Cabinet  lay  the  solution  of  the 
problems  which  had  bewildered  them 
for  years.  This  ministry  would  now 
have  to  take  a  more  permanent  shape. 
The  slater  nations  of  the  Empire 
would  now  have  to  have  a  voice  In  the 
great  decisions  of  the  council  cham- 
ber. Just  as  their  soldiers  participated 
in  the  decisions  of  the  field. 

The  events  of  the  past  fortnight 
were  probably  destined  to  exercise  an 
Influence  over  the  whole  course  of  the 
campaign  not  less  remarkable  than 
that  of  the  Marne  in  1914. 

The  speaker,  continuing,  empha- 
sised the  particulars  of  the  enemy's 
failure  in  the  loss  of  the  initiative  and 
the  importance  of  the  blow  inflicted 
upon  the  morale  and  prestige  of  en- 
emy troops,  although  it  was  too  early 
to  Imagine  that  the  enemy  was  beat- 
en. The  Allied  forces  had  found  a 
genius  In  General  Foch. 

Ear]  Cunton  described  the  sudden- 
ness of  America's  entry  into  the  fleld 
as  'blectric  In  reducing  the  superior- 
ity of  the  enemy  to  equality,  while  the 
moral  value  of  the  enemies  ultimate 
numerical  inferiority  would  be  cumu- 
JattvB  aa  time  passed. 

Great  Britain,  during  the  war,  had 
been  the  feeder,  clothier,  banker  and 
almost  universal  provider  of  all  the 
Allies.  The  supreme  effort  of  France 
would  have  been  impossible  except 
for  Great  Britain,  he  continued. 

The  speaker  stated  that  Sir  Robert 
Borden  had  reaffirmed  Canada's  de- 
termination, despite  all  sacriflces.  to 
flght  to  the  finish,  Justifying  her  en- 
try into  the  war. 

General  Smuts  paid  tribute  to 
Great  Britain's  mighty  efforts,  which 
had  not  been  given  sufllclent  public- 
ity. During  four  years  she  had  raised 
8,000.000  men.  Britain's  army  was 
the  greatest  in  the  field  of  the  Al- 
lies, and  It  was  the  Old  Country  only, 
which,  in  war  time,  had  increased 
her  food -producing  capacity.  Her 
achievements  had  been  done  silently, 
with'  characteristic  calmness  and  dig- 
nity, and  the  country  had  become  the 
mainstay  of  the  Allied  resistance.  It 
was  impossible  to  predict  the  future, 
but  whatever  might  Intervene,  it  was 
their  Intention  to  preserve  the  Empire 
for  the  service  of  the  world. 

HAS  PLAN  TO  HELP 

SOLDIERS'  FAMIUES 

VANCOUVER,  July  30.— Following 
the  pathetic  appeal  which  a  larjfe  del- 
egation of  soldiers'  wives  and  depend- 
ents made  to  Mayor  Gale  on  Saturday, 
in  which  they  complained  that  a  num- 
ber of  them  had  been  actually  reduced 
to  a  bread  and  water  diet  owing  to 
the  fact  that  the  posUl  strike  pre- 
vented them  getting  the  separation 
allowance  and  assigned  pay  cheques 
which  are  Included  in  the  mountain  of 
mail  accumulating  at  the  Vancouver 
post  office.  Mayor  Gale  took  steps  this 
afternoon  which  may  result  in  lessen- 
ing these  cases  of  individual  hard- 
ship. 

The  plan  which  His  Worship  has  in 
mind  is  for  the  department  of  separa- 
tion allowance  and  assigned  pay  to 
cancel  the  cheques  already  issued  and 
now  in  the  blockaded  mall,  and  to 
forward  new  cheques  by  express  to 
his  office,  and  he  will  undertake  their 
Immediate  delivery  to  the  dependents 
concerned,  then,  to  further  relieve 
the  suffering  which  the  non-receipt 
of  these  funds  have  caused.  Mayor 
Gale  atoo  arranged  with  the  officials 
of  the  local  branch  of  the  Canadian 
Patriotte  Fund  to  issue  the  August 
cheques  at  once  and  have  them  avail- 
able  for  those  in  receipt  of  patriotic 
fund  allowance  by  August  1.  to  be 
called  for  at  the  patriotic  fund  head- 
quarters.

The  scoraa  of  complaints  sub- 
mitted io  the  Local  Improvement 
Assessment  Commission,  and  the 
character  of  a  considerable  number 
of  these,  ahaw  how  naoaasary  relief 
la  If  Victoria's  financial  problem  is 
to  be  brouptht  aOarar  solution.  From 
what  we  can  gather,  the  outstanding 
feature  of  the  evidence  before  jtha. 
Commission  is  the  haphasard  manner 
la  which  tha  Local  Improvement  Act 
haa  4>aen  administered  in  the  past. 
Prsvlous  municipal  administrations 
were  responsible  for  serious  blunders. 
Bomstlmas  it  would  seam  as  if  the 
different  Local  Improvement  By-Laws 
ware  passed  by  tha  Council  without 
%ny  sffoit  being  made  to  find  out  If 
tha  allocatiaa  of  the  asseesment 
ehartsa  was  a  fair  one.  Works  were 
undertake*- which  cost  far  more  than 
the  original  eatimate  and  apparently 
tha  property  owners  directly  affected 
had  BO  redress,  except  tha  one  which 
they  t«ak  of  omitting  to  pay  their 
taasa  iMtll  auoh  relief  was  provided, 
IB  is  their  undoubted  due.  Slack  the 
blame  for  the  high  figure  of  taxation 
arrears  reata  to  a  great  extent  with 
municipal  admlni'tratlons  of  the  past, 
tha  question  before  the  Local  Im- 
provement Assesamont  Commission  is 
how  tha  injustice  done  can  be  righted, 
as  far  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so  at  this 
lata  data. 

The  Commission  is  to  issue  an  In- 
tarira  report  in  about  a  fortnight's 
time,  which  will  outline  the  policy  to 
ba  adopted  in  giving  relief.  That 
there  ara  many  laJusUcee  to  be  rem- 
%dlad  Is  apparent,  and  no  doubt  the 
ehdraetar  of  tha  raUef  will  take  two 
forms.  Under  one  of  these  an  extent 
^»loa  of  time  will  be  granted  for  future 
Local  Improvement  payments,  and 
under  tha  other,  part  of  the  burden 
under  w|iloh  certain  property  holders 
labor  will  ha  shifted  on  to  the  shoul- 
ters  of  tha  ratepayers  as  a  whole.  We 
eannot  —m  any  eecapa  from  the  latter 
polley.  If  we  suppose  that  the  Com- 
mission should  decide  to  leave  Local 
Improvei|i«nt  taxes  as  they  now 
•Und  and  give  no  relief,  except  such 
ta  applied  to  extending  the  time  for 
l^aymanta,  then  it  Is  Inevitable  that 
•coraa  of  owners  will  allow  their  prop, 
•rtlas  to  g6  to  a  tax  sale.  The  amount 
af  tax  arreara  la  at  praaeat  going  on 
tewarda  14.000,000.  Up  to  the  prea- 
•nt  faw  persona  have  availed  them- 
•elvea  of  the  leglalatlon  whereby  the 
payment  of  arrears  can  be  extended 
aver  a  period  of  ten  yearn  for  the  aim- 
pie  reason  that  meet  of  those  property 
•wnara  affected  want  to  kaaw  trst 
what  lAaaaura  of  relief  la  to  ba  pra- 
▼Ided  regarding  future  payments. 
Thla  wllj  not  ba  known  until  the  Com- 
mission issues  a  report.  It  Is  per- 
fectly obvioua,  however,  bath  la  view 
of  thla  waiting  attitude,  and  mora 
particularly  because  of  the  altogether 
UAjust  burdsns  that  some  properties 
hava  ta  baar,  that  unleea  direct  relief 
Is  provided,  many  persons  will  saorl- 
•oa  thalr  propartlea  and  the  oltiaeiw 
wilt  be  faced  by  a  ammmoth  tax  aala.

Local  Improvamaat 
chargaa  sUll  to  aaerua'are  so  heavy 
that  It  w«uM  not  bsi  wofUi  asyoaa's 
whiis  to  HsBws  tha  ummm.  Ai-ths 
sMat  aytlmMla  aat<mata  perhaps 
•ItO.f  ••  of  tha  arreara  of  taMS  would 
be  coUactad  by  a  tax  sale  aund  the  bal- 
ance of  thk  property,  repreeentl«g 
f «00,000  of  tax  arrsfia.  or  an  aaseasfd 
value  of,  say,  H.OOO.OO^or  tS,400.000, 
would  fall  Ipto  the  haada  of  tha  etty. 
That  proporty  would  Immediately  be- 
come noi»-ts Table.  The  city  would 
then  liava  to  look  alaewhara  to  make 
up  the  daflelt  In  its  revenue,  with  the 
result  tha  other  property  owners 
would  ba  called  apoa  to  pay  greater 
tassa.  unless  the  city  werj  given  ac- 
oeas  to  new  sources  of  taxation.  In 
any  event.  It  la  tha  paopla  arho  would 
have  to  foal  the  bill,  to  say  nothing 
of  tha  fact  tilht  a  tax  sale  of  the  mag- 
nitude wa  have  outlined  would  ba  a 
peer  advertisement  for  Victoria  and 
would  have  a  tendency  to  Jeopardise 
our  credit. 

No  doubt  the  Local  Improvement 
Assessmsnt  Commission  finds  itself  en 
tha  horns  of  a  dilemnut  in  deciding, 
the  character  and  the  extent  of  the 
relief  to  be  given  to  property  ownera 
unduly  burdened.  In  arriving  at  ita 
decialon,  it  ahould  bear  in  mind  that 
its  miaaion  la  to  rectify  mlatakes  made 
by  past  municipal  administrations. 
Its  findings  are  to  be  final,  for  there 
will  be  no  appeal  from  them.  and.  to 
this  extent,  it  haa  a  grave  respon- 
sibility. We  sincerely  trust  it  will 
decide  to  adopt  a  courageous  course 
and  will  not  hesitate  about  redistrib- 
uting, to  some  extent,  the  burden  of 
taxes.  It  is  far  better  that  the  gen- 
eral rate  should  be  slightly  increased 
than  that  the  city  Itielf  should  be 
called  upon  to  shoulder  arrears  of 
taxes  In  the  vicinity  of  $400,000  and 
as  well  have  on  ita  handa  property 
aaasaaad  at  from  91,100.000  to  12,400.- 
000,  and  perhapa  a  great  deal  more, 
which  will  be  untaxable.  Any  aitua- 
tlon  such  aa  thla  will  mean  a  heavy 
Increase  In  the  general  rate.  The 
pressing  question  Is  to  provide  the 
relief  so  urgently  required.  We  be- 
lieve that  unless  it  Is  provided  along 
the  lines  indicated  it  is  certain  the 
citizens  generally  will  be  palled  upon 
to  face  heavier  taxes  than  ever  before. 
T^en  the  Local  Improvement  deben- 
tures fall  due  they  must  be  met,  as  It 
is  the  credit  of  the  city  as  a  whole 
that  is.  at  sUke.

TEDS  MARNE  BATTLiaiBIiD 

In  tha  new  Battle  of  the  Marne  the 
Germans  have  reached  a  line  where 
they  are  offering  a  strong  resistance. 
Further  progress  by  the  Allies  will 
be  delayed  until  such  time  as  the  guns 
are  brought  up,  and  even  then  It  is 
not  clear  if  General  Foch  Intends  to 
^press  home  his  advantage  and  drive 
the  enemy  to  the  Veale,  or  beyond 
that  river/to  the  Marne.  By  the  re- 
treat from  the  Marne  the  fighting 
front  has  been  shortened  by  perhaps 
fifteen  miles,  but  tha  Germans,  by 
withdrawing,  have  precluded  any  pos- 
sibility of  being  cut  off  in  their  salient 
and  credit  must  be  given  them  for  the 
orderly  manner  of  their  retreat  The 
ground  was  in  their  favor,  as  doubt- 
less the  bulk  of  their  troops  were 
moved  from  the  Marne  behind  a  thin 
screen  of  machine  gun  nests.  It  will 
ba  noted  the  Allies  do  not  claim  to 
have  captured  any  large  number  of 
guns  or  prisoners,  although  consider- 
able supplies  must  have  fallen  Into 
their  hands. 

The  enemy  has  by  no  means  lost 
all  his  offsnslve  spirit,  as  the  desper- 
ate counter-attacks  of  the  past  few 
days  go  to  show.  No  surprise  need 
be  felt  if  before  long  ha  ambarks  on 
ons  more  great  effort  in  the  West. 
We  believe  it  will  be  his  last  of  this 
year,  (pr  in  the  offensives  he  haa 
already  undertaken  the  striking 
strsngth  of  his  armies  has  suffered 
considerably.  His  ability  to  make  an- 
other stroke  is  probably  fully  known 
to  General  Foch,  who  may  forestall 
his  attempt  by  a  new  Allied  offenalve. 
August  and  September  will  be  months 
of  great  happenings  on  tha  Western 
front.  Germany  will  seek  to  Justify 
her  tremendous  sacrifices  of  life  to 
her  own  people,  while  the  Allies  are 
determined  to  Improve  their  positions 
between  Rheims  and  the  North  Sea 
before  Winter  puta  an  and  to  fighting 
on  a  large  scale.  For  a  couple  of 
months  past  It  has  been  French,  Ameri- 
can and  Italian  troops  who  have  borne. 
tha  brunt  of  the  struggle.  It  may  be

LONDON,  July  ao/— (VU  Ottowa.) 
— ^Tha  war  Is  costing  tha  paopla  of 
Great  BrlUln  |a4.M0,000  per  day.  or 
$1,465,000  every  hour,  or  nearly 
$26,000  a  minute,  according  to  a 
atatemant  by  tha  Imperial  author- 
ities, which  saya: 

"After  four  years  of  exhausting 
wari  Britain's  credit  Is  still  unim- 
paired. Her  "silver  bullets"  are  being 
turned  out  by  the  hundred  million 
and  everyone  is  finding  Its  billet.  Her 
jieople  are  cheerfully  bearing  the 
ever-increasing  strain  which  has  been 
placed  upon  their  shouldsrq,  and  will 
spare  no  efforts  in  blood  or  treasure 
till  victory  is  assured. 

"Briuin's  national  debt  has  in- 
creased during  the  war  from  |S,S25.- 
000,000  to  |3»,900,000,000.  or  in  ex- 
ceaa  of  twelve  timea  over  and  yet  ahe 
is  paying  all — and  '  much  more  than 
all — her  debt  chargea  out  of  currant 
taxation. 

"The  population  of  Germany  la  half 
aa  large  again  aa  that  of  Great  Brit- 
ain, and  for  her  largeat  war  loan  aub- 
aeriptions  of  one  shilling  and  upwards 
were  accepted,  while  In  Britain  the 
minimum  subscription  received  was 
16  shillings,  yet  the  record  number  of 
subscribers  to  the  Hun  war  loan  was 
e,27»,000  against  6,289,000  to  the  Brlt- 
iah  loan. 

"The  coet  of  Hying  In  Great  Britain 
has  risen  enormously  because  of  the 
war.  until  now  the  houaewlfe  can  ob- 
tain only  half  the  food  she  received 
for  the  same  money  In  peace  times, 
and  yet  when  the  third  Britlah  war 
ioan  waa  iaeued,  cash  applications  for 
war  savings  certificates  made  by  indi- 
viduals too  poor  to  subscribe  the  mini- 
mum sum  of  16  shillings  to  the  loan 
itself  amounted  to  1100.000.000. 

"Before  the  war  the  people  of  Brit- 
ain paid  taxes  amounting  to  approxi- 
mately $1,000,000,000  a  year;  today 
they  are  paying  taxes  to  the  tune  of 
$3,270,000,000  annually.  In  spite  of 
this.  Great  Britain  raised  her  third 
war  loan  of  $6,000,000,000 — a  sum 
equal  to  nearly  half  her  entire  na- 
tional income  In  1914. 

"Great  Britain  is  now  spending 
$$.$06,000,000  a  year  on  her  army, 
her  navy,  her  air  services  and  hsr  mu- 
nitions, factories  and  suppUec,  but. 
despite  this  colossal  financial  burden, 
she  has  advanced  loans  to  her  poorer 
Allies  amounting  to  an  aggregate  of 
$$,160,000,000. 

"Although  she  is  spending  more 
every  day  at  the  present  time  than 
she  did  In  two  weeks  prior  to  the  war. 
Great  Britain's  credit  remains  un- 
shaken; despite  the  sea  pirates  of 
Germany,  her  ships  and  commerce 
still  go  and  come  across  the  ocean, 
and  she  Is  ready  to  spend  her  last 
shilling  in  safeguarding  the  security 
of  the  world  from  the  unspeakable 
boche. 

"Great  Britain  has  been  the  'sure 
shield'  of  clvillxation."     *

MERRIS  VILIAGE 


Surprise  Germans  and  Capture 
Ruins  on  Hotly  Disputed 
Ground — Now  Have  Posts 
on  Eastern  Side. 


LONDON.  July  80. — Australian 
troops  have  ca,ptured  the  village  of 
Merrls,  southeast  of  Meteren,  accord- 
ing ot  Field  Marshal  Haig's  report 
from  British  headquarters  tonight. 
The  statement  follows:  < 

"During  the  latter  part  of  the  night 
patrols  of  the  first  Australian  division 
who  had  entered  /German  positions 
around  Merrls  succeHsfuIly  established 
themselves  east  of  the  village,  which 
they  surrounded  and  captured. 

"Sixty-nine  prisoners  and  a  number 
of  trench  mortars  and  machine  guns 
were  taken  by  us  in  the  course  of  the 
enterprise.  Our  casualties  were  light. 
A  few  additional  prisoners  were  cap- 
tured by  our  patrols  during  the  day  In 
the  Nieppe  Forest.  The  hostile  artil- 
lery haa  Shown  great  activity  today 
against  our  new  positions  at  Merrla" 

The  text  of  the  day  statement  reads: 

"We  captured  a  few  prisoners  last 
night  In  a  successful  raid  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Ayette. 

"Shortly  after  midnight  Australian 
patrols  entered  the  enemy's  positions 
about  Merrls.  ^orty  prisoners  have 
been  taken  by  our  troops  in  this  lo- 
cality. 

"The  hostile  artillery  has  been  ac- 
tive with  gas  shells  northwest  of  Al- 
bert and  has  ahA  shown  activity  at  a 
number  ot  pointa  between  La  Bassae 
Canal  and  Tpres." 

Surprise  Kncmy 

LONDON,  Jnly  30. —  (Via  Reuter's 
agency.) — Telegraphing  today,  Rou- 
ter's correspondent  at  British  head- 
quarters referring  to  the  blow  of  the 
Australians  at  Merrls  mentioned  In  the 
official  communication,  says  that  the 
Australians  succeeded  in  surrounding 
the  ruins  of  Merrls  while  the  Oermana 
were  still  wondering  what  waa  hap- 
pening.    * 

Then  aharp  fighting  developed,  in 
which  the  great  individual  superiority 
of  the  Australians  over  the  Oarmana 
was  speedily  manifested.

The  decision  was  made  after  a 
lengthy  debate,  which  commenced  on 
Monday  afternoon,  when  rules  were 
suspended  to  allow  the  Introduction  of 
a  motion  by  Vice-President  James  Rob- 
inson,., of  Vancouver,  to  confine  the 
membership  to  men  who  have  seen  ac- 
tual flgbting  aervice;  They  were  de^ 
acrlbed   aa    "Fraacs  men." 

During  the  debate  reaolutlona  em- 
bodying three  principles  came  before 
the  convention.  One  was  to  limit  the 
membership  to  men  who  had  been  in 
France,  a  second  to  men  who  had 
been  in  Bngland  and  France,  and  a 
third  to  open  tha  membership  to  men 
who  enlisted  in  the  C.i;.F..  even  !f 
they  had  never  left  Canada.  When 
the  vote  was  taken  upon  these  prln- 
ciplaa,  delegates,  principally  from 
Ontario,  voted  for  the  "wide  open" 
policy.  103  stood  for  the  compromise 
and  06,  Including  the  Winnipeg  dele- 
gation, cast  their  votes  for  the 
"France  only"  principle. 

Delegates  were  asked  to  present  any 
suggestions  regarding  the  status  of 
members  w^o  will  b«  affected  by  the 
decision  of  those  cases  that  might  be 
termed  exceptional.  They  will  be  con- 
sidered when  the  committee  presents 
its  report  on  Friday. 

About  16  per  cent,  according  to  one 
estimate  of  the  membership  of  the 
asociation,  comes  under  the  associate 
member  class.  The  secretary  stated 
that  he  had  Issued  from  his  office  in 
Ottawa  8.000  associate  membership 
bargee.

These  facts  I  respectfully  commend 
to  those  who  believe  that  "pilce- 
nxlng"  by  the  Government  is  a  pan- 
acea for  any  and  all  Industrial  ills. 
Again,  we  have  ex-President  Theodore 
Roosevelt,  in  h'M  address  at  Portland, 
Me.,  on  March  21th  ot  the  current 
year,  giving  his  opinion  thus:  "Price- 
fixing  by  the  Oovemmant  had  worked 
nothing  but  mischief."  Our  food  con- 
troller in  Canada  (aa  controllers  in 
other  countries)  Is  battling  with  con- 
ditions which  suggest  the  danger  of 
world  famine.  Hie  province  admit- 
tedly is  to  conserve  existing  food  I 
supplies,  and  to  encourage  production.  | 
Now.  "prlce-flxlng."  as  suggested  in 
your  columns  will  not  stimulate  pro- 
duction, on  the  contrary,  it  would 
promptly  and  effectively  retard  pro- 
duction. 

Meantime  the  vicious  round  of 
higher  wages  and  dearer  living  goes 
on  and,  like  your  correspondent,  A.  J. 
Morley.  I  fall  to  grasp  how  you  are 
going  to  reduce  the  cftst  ot  living 
without  upsetting  the  whole  bag  of 
tricks  and  starting  afresh  with  every 
man's  labor  conscripted  and  tied  down 
to  |1  a  day  in  line  with  the  boys  at 
the  front.  Then.  I  have  no  doubt, 
but  that  basic  values  of  sUplas  would 
be  correspondingly  low.  provided 
man- power  so  conscripted  waa  pro- 
perly distributed.

The  Development  Association  has 
just  Issued  a  folder  called  "The  City  of 
Sunshine,"  which  contalpa  compara- 
tive statistics  of  Victoria  leather  and 
that  of  other  parts  of  Canada,  with  aa 
explanation  of  our  superior  climate  by 
Mr.  F.  Napier  Denison,  director  of  the 
British  Columbia  Meteorological  Ob- 
servatory. The  contents  In  part  fol- 
low: 

The  following  table  gives  the  aver- 
age typical  stations  throughout  Can- 
ada, also  the  seasonal  range  and  the 
number  of  degrees  each  station  is 
above  Victoria.

Victoria  possesses  the  smallest  sea- 
sonal range,  viz.:  22  deg..  while  Inland, 
away  from  the  llifluence  of  tha  sea, 
the  extremes  between  Summer  and 
Winter  increase,  until  the  maximum  la 
reached  at  Winnipeg,  where  the  range 
amounts  to  68.6  deg.  Passing  east- 
ward to  Toronto,  the  moderating  influ- 
ence ot  the  Oreat  Lakes  is  pronounced 
in  Winter,  and  finally  at  Halifax, 
which,  like  Victoria,  is  situated  on  the 
aea,  wa  find  the  aeasonal  range  haa 
greatly  decreased,  but  is  still  more 
than  in  thla  locality. 

Rainfall 

Victoria  holds  a  remarkably  favor- 
able record  in  precipitation,  while  at 
Beaver  Lake,  only  five  miles  distant, 
the  amount  rises  to  86  inches,  and  at 
Ooldatream,  at  an  elevation  of  over 
1.700  feet,  and  only  thirteen  miles 
from  Victoria,  the  average  amouat  is 
67  inches. 

The  figures  for  Nanaimo  show  an 
Increase  for  that  portion  of  the  East- 
ern coast  of  Vancouver  laland.  while 
those  for-  Vancouver  represent  in  a 
general  way  the  average  annual 
amount  on  the  lower  Mainland.  Hall- 
fax  representa  an  Atlantic  Coast  sta- 
tion. 

Our  cool  Summers  and  remarkable 
mild  nintars  ara  due  to  Victoria  being 
situated  on  the  southern  extremity  ot 
thla  vast  Island,  surrounded  almost  on 
three  aides  by  the  ever-changing  tidal 
waters,  In  conjunction  with  the  pre- 
vailing westerly  winds  of  this  latltuda. 
which  prevent  oppressive  heat  in  Sum- 
mer and  moderate  the  cold  of  Winter. 

The  presence  also  of  the  vast  areas 
of  low  baromatrie  pressure  which 
hover  over  the  adjacent  ocean  during 
the  Winter  montha  tend  to  kefp  thla 
aeaaon  mild. 

Whan  a  oald  ware,  which  usually 
sweeps  santheastward  from  the  Yukon, 
acroas  tha  Prairie  Provlnosa  on  its 
way  to  tha  Atlantic,  spreaad  south- 
ward over  thia  Province,  the  cold 
northerly  wtada  from  the  Mainland 
ara  tempered  In  creasing  the  inland 
tidal  watara  of  tha  Strait  of  Georgia.

Tha  heaviest  ameuata  af  praoipita- 
tion  in  Western  British  Columbia  are 
brought  to  our  iharea  from  the  Pa- 
cific in  thq  graat  atmoopherlo  dlaturb- 
ancea  which  spread  Inland  ever  this 
Province  in  Winter.  The  moisture- 
laden  air  first  meets  ths  mountains  of 
the  West  Coast,  where  heavy  rain  Ic 
geaerar  The  aama  air  on  passing  the 
comparatively  low  land  and  open 
country  about  Victoria  loses  a  rsmark. 
ably  small  amount  of  precipitation, 
while  at  the  elevation  ot  Goldstreani 
Laka  much  more  is  raoordad,  and  the 
heavy  fall  to  the  west  of  the  Mainland 
mountains  proves  the  presence  of  vasi 
quantltiaa  of  moisture  still  in  the  air. 

The  remarkable  absence  ot  fogs  In 
thia  vicinity,  which  is  due  ta  the  open 
country  about  us  and  tha  almost  con- 
stant movement  of  their  air,  is  a  great 
factor  In  connection  with  tha  building 
up  af  important  shipping  port  such  aa 
Victoria  Is  rapidly  becoming. 

The  large  amount  af  bright  sunshine 
enjoyed  here  Is  remarkable.  The  av- 
erage yearly  amount  is  nearly  1.890 
hours,  that  Is.  over  fiva  hours  par  day. 

Throughout  the  Suifimer  months 
visitors  ara  struck  by  the  steady  fine 
weather  enjoyed  and  the  absence  of 
thunderstorms.  Although  the  local 
precipitation  is  so  light,  ample  quan- 
tities occur  within  a  short  distance, 
which  insures  the  best  of  water  sup« 
piles  for  all  purposes,  Including  light 
and  power. 

As  the  average  lowest  temperature 
/ft  the  coldest  month  here  Is  decidedl> 
above  the  freesing  point.  Victoria  h

With  an  unexampled  demand  for 
platinum  consequent  upon  the  needs 
of  the  AUIes  for  this  precious  metal 
for  use  in  hlchly  ImporUnt  •  war 
work,  Canada  Is  being  combed  for  the 
metal  in  a  manner  never  before  ex- 
periesiced.  To  British  Columbia  have 
come  the  experts  who  are  In  the  field 
to  buy  9V9Ty  g^in  of  the  metal  that 
can  be  produced,. to  develop  properties 
samrples  from  which  show  that  the 
meUlls  there  in  available  quantities, 
and  to  pay  a  priee  that  makes  gold, 
hitherto  ranking  first  In  the  popular 
estimation  as  "the"  precious  metal, 
more  or  Vess  of  a  commoner  along- 
side .this  aristocrat  ot  the  metallf- 
ferous  kingdom. 

Reference  was  made  recently  In 
these  columns  to  the  action  of  the 
Federal  Government  In  seeklngr  out 
various  metals  required  for  war  pur- 
poses Already  steps  have  been  taken 
through  the  recently  estaibllsbed  of- 
fice of  the  Dominion  Geological  Sur- 
vey at  Vancouver  to  get  the  Invest- 
igation under  way.  Professor  Camsell. 
head  of  the  branch  there,  having  al- 
ready Initiated  work  in  that  direction. 

There  has  arrived  in  the  Province 
to  coUSiMrate  with  Professor  Cam- 
sell,  Mr.  George  Mackenxle,  repre- 
senting the  Munition  Resources  Com- 
mission, a  body  appointed  by  the  Do- 
minion Government  at  the  request  of 
the  Imperial  authorities.  Mr.  Mac- 
kenzie, wltih  Profeasor  Camsell,  was 
in  Victoria  yesterday  and  held  a 
long  conference  ^Ith  Hon.  William 
Sloan.  Minister  of  Mines,  who  has 
given  him  assurances  that  the  Pro- 
vincial Department  will  do  iu  ut- 
most to  assist  the  Federal  body  In  its 
investigations. 

Need  Is  Imperative 

Mr.  Mackenzie  stated  that  platinum, 
owing  to  the  tremendous  demand 
therefor  for  war  purposes,  is  very 
scarce  and  very  essential.  While 
some  supplies  are  being  secured  in 
the  Sudbury  district  In  Northern  On- 
tario, British  Columbia  la  the  chief 
field  to  which  authorities  are  looking 
to  aucment  the  supply.  In  order  to 
enlist  the  aid  of  prospectors  and  mine 
owners  he  states  that  samples  of  ore 
or  sand  containing  pla/tlnum  will  be 
received  at  the  Vancouver  assay  of- 
fice, where  they  will  be  assayed  free 
of  charge.  If  any  likely  samples  are 
received  drilling  operations  on  the 
properties  producing  them  will  be 
undertaken  at  once  at  the  expense  of 
ttbe  Canadian  Qovermnent. 

At  present  a  crew  with  drills  Is  at 
work  in  Alberta,  and  It  will  be  moved 
to  IBritiah  Columbia.  It  Is  expected 
to  place  three  drilling  crews  at  work 
In  this  Province  this  Summer.  As 
there  will  proba4>ly  be  many 
samples  sent  In  to  the  assay  ofllce. 
Mr.  Mackenzie  suggests  that  the 
senders  sho  wdiscrtmlnatlon  -  in  doing 
so  and  only  send  In  samples  that  ap- 
pear .to  warrant  examination.  Mr. 
Mackenzie  is  prepared  to  personally 
look  over  properties  of  likely  merit 
and  when  samples  are  sent  in  the 
sender  must  state  the  locality  whence 
they  come. 

High  Priced  Metal 

Arrangements  are  being  made 
wherelby  platinum  will  be  purchased 
at  the  Vancouver  assay  oflSce  at  a 
price  which,  it  Is  hoped,  will  be  equal 
to  that  now  being  paid  by  the  United 
States  Government.  There  the  re- 
fined metal  Is  being  purchased  by  the 
Government  at  1105  per  ounce,  or 
about  five  times  the  value  of  gold. 
What  is  expected  to  be  purchased  at 
the  Vancouver  assay  offloe  is  crude 
platinum  in  concentrates  (that  la. 
stuff  that  will  run  60  per  cent  or  bet- 
ter in  platinum)  and  not  black  sand." 
But  all  samples  will  be  assayed. 

Mr.  Mackenzie  pointed  to  other  very 
important  minerals  which  the  war  au- 
thorities are  seeking  and  which.  In 
all  likelihood,  this  Province  can  pro- 
duce In  quantity.  The  demand  for 
manganese  is  tremendous,  especially 
ore  of  at  least  45  per  cent  manganese, 
not  to  exceed  15  per  cent  of  silicum 
and  not  more  than  one-quarter  of  one 
per  cent  of  phosphorous.  Samples 
a«iould  be  sent  to  the  Provincial 
mineralogist  at  the  assay  offlce  at 
Victoria. 

Other  minerals  wanted  are  chrom- 
Ite,  used  in  the  manufacture  of  ateel- 
high-grade  white  mica  free  from 
fiaws  or  impurities,  and  tungsten, 
the  two  varieties  of  which,  scheelite 
and  wulframlte.  are  likely  to  be  found 
in  this  Province. 

Expert  Investigation 

Professor  Camsell  and  Mr.  Mac- 
kenzie left  last  night  en  route  for  the 
Tulameen  section.  They  will  be  ac- 
companied by  expert  panners  and 
drillers  and  a  thorougfi  Investigation 
of  the  ground  there  will  be  made  in 
the  hunt  for  platinum  and  other  need-

It  la  called  "Home"  by  the  soldiers 
who  visit  there.  A  worker  at  the 
Hut  speaks  Interestingly  of  the  In- 
stituUon. 

The  most  interesting  point,  and 
what  Dr.  Mott  describes  as  the  great- 
est piece  of  International  War  Work 
In  Europe.  Is  the  Eagle  Hut.  Here 
come  distinguished  people,  naval, 
military.  diplomatic,  ecclesiastical 
and  lay,  In  fact,  as  the  Irishman  said, 
"Everybody  as  la  anybody"  cornea 
here  aooner  or  later. 

Oeneral  Pershing  and  General 
Biddle  paid  quite  a  visit  here,  and 
were  loath  to  leave.  Their  orderlies 
resided  In  the  hut.  The  Japanese 
Ambassador  came  another  time  with 
his  staff.  Oeneral  HIblkl  addressed 
us  on  the  war  and  said  T.  M.  C.  A. 
suggested  to  him  the  slogan  You  Must 
Crush  Aggression,  a  Tommy  whisper- 
ed in  my  ear  "I  always  thought  It 
meant  Tou  Mustn't  Cuss  Aloud." 
Fomildahlo  Weapon 

Five  men  who  were  prisoners  of 
war  in  Germany  for  three  yeara, 
strolled  through  here  a  few  evenings 
ago.  A  man  who  was  In  the  attack 
on  Zeebrugge  etray^d  on  his  way 
home  on  leave  and  showed  us  a  stick 
about  twenty  feet  long  aurmounted 
with  an  iron  band  that  he  used  with 
satisfactory  results  in  the  scrimmage. 
Fifty-seven  Association  secretarieb 
who  had  been  torpedoed  and  fired 
upon  have  been  with  us  some  days 
waiting  assignment  and  fllUng  up  the 
gaps  In  their  ward-robes,  and  I  am 
expecting  Mr.  Hall  Calne  to  call  at 
any  time. 

All  these  people  are  attractive  and 
have  their  differing  stories  to  tell, 
but  the  most  interesting  features  of 
all  to  us  are  those  wound  around 
our  boya  In  their  daily  experiences 
of  life.  A  soldier  came  In  for  a  bed 
who  had  not  been  between  the  sheets 
for  18  months. 

When  we  showed  him  the  dormit- 
ories he  said.  "I  was  asleep  the  other 
night  on  my  blinking  old  plank  In 
that  blinking  trench  and  I  dreamt 
of  heaven,  and  it  was  just  like  this." 

An  American  officer,  in  charge  of 
a  camp  near  London,  who  has  to 
censor  his  men's  correspondence,  told 
us  that  they  begin  their'  letters  say- 
ing that  they  have  visited  West- 
minster Abbey,  the  houses  of  Parlia- 
ment, and  Eagle  Hut  and  then  they 
rave  about  the  Hut  and  Its  features, 
so  he  thought  be  would  come  and 
see  the  place. 

Homo  Comforts

Of  the  cosy  comer  where  the  Hut 
Mother  sews  on  buttons  and  comforts 
and  advises  the  boys,  of  the  Concert 
Hall  where  our  own  movie  show,  and 
at  least  one  other  entertainment  Is 
in  operation  every  day.  Of  the 
barber  shop,  the  shoe-shine  hall,  the 
shower  and  other  baths  with  water 
piping  hot,  the  spotless  towels,  and 
)  the  even  more  spotless  spring  beda 
Our  beds  are  fully  booked  every 
night,  and  this  is  the  only  Hut  In 
and  around  london  In  that  position. 
But  the  biggest  asset  of  all.  and  the 
Inducement  to  the  boys  to  come  here 
Is  the  "Homeyneas."  the  glad-hand, 
and  the  welcome  they  receive,  when 
they  come  and  while  they  stay,  and 
they  leave  overflowing  with  thanka 
promising  to  send  their  pals,  and  to 
return  at  the  very  first  opportunity. 
The  secretaries  connected  wltb  the 
Hut.  from  leader  down,  are  animated 
by  one  object,  the  welfare  and  hap- 
piness of  the  boys,  and  they  work  as 
one  man  towards  that  goal,  and  It  ts 
no  wonder  that  the  result  obtained 
la  as  Dr.  Mott  has  said  the  greatest 
piece  of  International  War  Work  In 
Europe."

In- 
terment will  be  made  in  Ross  Bay 
Cemetery. 

The  death  took  place  at  the  Jubilee 
Hoepltal  yesterday  morning  of  Mr 
John  C.  Smith,  at  the  age  of  76  years 
The  late  Mr.  Smith  was  a  native  of 
Manchester,  Sngland,  but  had  resid- 
ed for  nearly  forty  years  in  this  city. 
He  entered  the  Old  Men's  Home  six 
years  ago  and  was  an  inmate  of  the 
institution  up  to  the  time  his  failing 
health  required  hoeplU]  attention.  He 
was  unmarried  and,  so  far  as  known 
at  present,  has  no  relatives  here.  The 
remains  repose  at  the  B.  C.  Funeral 
I  Chapel  awaiting  funeral  arrange- 
ments. 


Alderman  Fullerton  submitted  to 
the  City  Council-  Monday  night  pro- 
posals respecting  the  return  to  dvle 
treasuries  of  tax  revenue  at  present 
claimed  by  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment. He  asked  that  It  should  be 
placed  before  the  Union  of  Brftlah  Co- 
lumbia MuniclpaHtleB*  annual  conven- 
tion at  Penticton  next  month. 

Mayor  Todd  and  Aid.  Sargent, 
chairman  of  the  Oounen's  legislative 
committee,  will  represent  Victoria  at 
the  convention.  By  a  vote  of  T  to  S 
the  aldermen  turned  down  the 
Mayor's  recommendation  that  City 
Comptroller  Raymur  and  City  Solici- 
tor Hannlngton  should  go  as  welL 
Messrs.  Raymur  and  Hannlngton 
have  acted  for  the  city  at  previous 
conventions  of  the  Union. 

Aid.  Fullerton's  plan,  set  in  the 
form  of  a  resolution  follows: 

Whereas,  during  the  past  few  years 
sources  Mt  revenue,  which  came  with- 
in the  jurisdiction  of  the  municipalit- 
ies, have  been  diverted  by  Acts  of  the 
L«eal  Legislature  from  their  rightful 
purposes  to  swell  the  funds  of  the 
Provincial  Oo\'emment.  thus  depriv- 
ing the  municipalities  of  some  of  their 
just  means  of  revenue,  and  whereas 
the  Provincial  authorities  have  creat- 
ed revenues,  notably  those  of  the 
motor  vehicle  and  amusement  taxes 
which  also  rightfully  belong  to  the 
municipalities,  thus  adding  to  the 
burden  of  the  municipal  tax-payer 
by  increased  taxatloB,  caused  bjr^he 
loss  of  such  revenues  to  the  munici- 
palities. 

.  Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  the 
delegates  from  this  council  attending 
the  forthcoming  convention  of  the 
B.  C.  Union  of  Municipalities,  to  be 
held  at  Pentioton.  be  instructed  to 
use  their  b^st  endeavours  to  have 
provision  Inserted  in  the  proposed 
new  Municipal  Act  by  which  the 
aforesaid  sources  of  revenue,  together 
with  the  Fire  Insurance  Company  tax. 
be  3>Iaced  amongst  the  sources  of 
revenue  to  be  derived  by  the  Munl- 
cipaliUea.'^ 

What  Cltr  Haa  Iiost 
Aid.  Fullerton  contended  that  Vic- 
toria had  been  robbed  of  $100,000  by 
the  Provincial  Fire  Insurance  Board. 
Likewise  the  province  had  no  claim 
to  the  motor  vehicles  licences.  The 
cities  were  at  least  entitled  to  76  per 
cent,  of  the  revenue  from  that  source. 
Nor  was  there  justice  in  the  provin- 
cial commandeering  of  the  amusement 
taxes.  Half  a  million  had  been  loat 
by  the  city  through  the  greed  of  the 
provincial  government.  He  advised 
people  who  found  trouble  with  the 
cUic  administration  to  look  flrat  to- 
wards the  provincial  law-makers  for 
the  cause. 

Other  recommendations  to  be  plac- 
ed by  the  City  Council  before  the 
Union   follow: 

1.  I'axatlon  of  all  railway  lands  for 
municipal  revenue  in  organized  dis- 
tricts, and  also  that  the  titles  fur- 
nished by  railway  companies  to  pur- 
chasers of  railway  lands  should  bo 
so  revised  as  to  contain  transfer  of 
all  interest,  including  mineral  rights. 

2.  Increased  sources  of  revenue  for 
British  Columbia  municipalities  to 
supplement  land  taxation. 

3.  Power  for  municipalities  to  ac- 
quire, hold  or  dispose  of  real  estate 
outside  their  boundaries,  under  cer- 
tain conditions,  said  power  tiT  be 
retroactive. 

4.  Proportion  of  costs  to  be  made 
against  properties  abutting  on  works 
of  local  improvement  to  be  under- 
taken by  niunlolpnlltieB  In  future,  and 
^rhat  responsibility  will  be  placed  on 
said  abuttlrtg  properties  for  portion 
in  excess  of  oOlcial  estimates:  also 
what  steps  should  be  taken  by  muni- 
cipalities for  securing  the  necessary 
funds  for  defraying  cost  of  completed 
works  of  local  improvement  previous 
to  undertaking  them. 

5.  Employment  of  Interned  aliens 
in  building  trunk  roads  and  clearing 
land  for  settlement. 

The  latter  Ave  proposals  were  sub- 
mitted by  the  LegislaUve  Committee.

EVIDENT  AT  INQUEST 
EXPUyNS  SmCDE 

J.  F.  Hicks  Committed  Act  Ow- 
ing to  Financial  Difficulties 
—Jury  Brings  in  Verdict  of 
Temporary  Insanity. 
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POSTAL  EMPLOYEES 


Steam  and  Operating  Engin- 
eers Vote  for  Sympathetic 
Stril(e — Great  War  Veterans 
Strongly  Favor  Demands. 


More  support  for  the  striking  let- 
ter carriers  and  postal  clerks  in  West- 
ern Canada  was  forthcoming  last  ev- 
ening when  the  local  branch  of  the 
International  Steam  and  Operating 
Bnginecrs.  at  a  special  meeting  held 
in  compliance  with  the  request  of  the 
Trades  and  Labor  Council  that  a  ref- 
erendum on  the  question  pf  a  sympa- 
thetic strike  be  taken  unanimously 
voted  in  favor  of  a  strike  and  named 
their  delegate  to  attend  at  the  meet- 
ing of  delegates  to  be  held  next  Sun- 
day night  at  the  K.  of  P.  Hall,  when 
the  advisory  committee,  composed  of 
representatives  of  those  unions  favor- 
ing a  strike  In  support  of  the  car- 
riers, will  meet 

The  consensus  of  opinion  expressed 
at  the  meeting  was  that  the  attitude 
of  the  Government  towards  the  letter 
carriers  and  posUl  clerks  called  for 
the  strongest  possible  condemnation 
from  organized  labor,  particularly 
having  in  mind  the  fact  that  the  ma- 
jority of  the  letter  carriers  now  on 
strike  are  men  just  '  returned  from 
the  battlefields  of  Europe,  and  who 
certainly.  In  the  opinion  of  the  meet- 
ing, are  entitled  to  more  than  "a  pal- 
try 12.83  per  day." 

War  Veterans  SymiMitheHo 

Emphatic'  support  of  the  striking 
postal  employees  was  also  forthcom- 
ing from  the  executive  of  the  local 
branch  of  the  Great  War  Veterans' 
Association,  which  last  night  passed 
the  following  resolution,  after  hear- 
ing President  ChrisMan  SIvertz.  of 
the  Letter  Carriers'  Association: 

"Resolved,  that  the  executive  of  the 
Victoria  Branch  cf  the  Great  War  Vet- 
erans' Association  endores  the  stand 
taken  by  the  letter  carriers  In  their 
request  for  a  commission  of  investi- 
gation, and  that  a  copy  of  this  reso- 
lution be  sent  to  our  representatives 
at  the  Toronto  Convention  for  their 
immediate  action."

Mr.  Paul,  acting  as  spokesman  for 
the  committee,  reported  that  owing 
to  the  Increased  school  population  In 
the  vicinity  of  the  Margaret  Jenkins 
School  It  would  be  possible  ttf  revert 
to  the  old  33ratem  of  mixed  attendance 
throughout  all  the  cissaes  In  each 
echooL  This,  It  was  stated,  would 
give  the  Margaret  Jenkins  School  fite 
divisions  and  Sir  James  Donglaa 
School  tw3  additional  cia*ees.  which 
eoald  be  aeeemmodated  In  the  pree- 
cnt  annex. 

The  new  system.  It  wUl  be  reeftlled. 
meant  the  attendance  of  all  Sir 
James  Dovgias  Senior  harm  at  the 
Margaret  Jenkins  8choel<  all  the  Mar- 
garet Jenttna  School  distrlet  aenlor 
girls  being  r»ree«*to  go  all  the  way 
to  James  Dsuglaa  SchooL  This  prac- 
tice, which  has  been  the  caoae  of 
considerable  dissatisfaction  with  many 
of  the  parents  of  hfth  districts.  ha« 
la  ««««•  for  tKe  teal  ymt,    Ub. 


During  the  present  week  other  la- 
bor organisations  afllllated  with  the 
Trades  and  Labor  Council  will  hold 
meetings  at  which  a  strike  vote  win 
be  taken.  It  was  predicted  by  labor 
men  yesterday  that  the  great  majority 
of  the  locals  will  rally  behind  the 
striking  letter  carriers. 

Word  W.1S  received  last  evening  by 
the  Trade*'  and  Labor  Council  that 
the  sympathetic  strike  movement  ha^ 
hocp  Initiated  at  Saskatoon,  where 
the  Railroad  Brotherhood  and  the 
Metal  Trades  organhcatlons  have  gone 
out  on  strike  anl  that  today.  It  was 
expected,  more  organized  labor  bodies 
would    follow   suit. 

The  strike  situation  presented  no 
new  features  yesterday  other  than  the 
above.  Messrs.  Buckle  and  Black, 
representing  the  postal  clerks  and  car- 
riers of  Vancouver,  were  here  con- 
ferring with  the  local  postal  em- 
ployees, a  lengthy  session  bein?  held 
during  the  morning  and  again  Isst 
night.  Practically  all  the  postal 
clerks  ar«  back  at  wotk  and  with  the 
extra  help  that-  Postmaster  Bishop 
has  secured  to  All  the  places  of  the 
strikers  more  expeditious  work  In 
getting  out  the  malls  was  done.  Only 
a  limited  mall  delivery  in  the  down- 
town section  has  been  attempted  as 
yet.  Mr.  Bishop,  in  view  of  the  re- 
fusal of  the  carriers  to  return,  will 
follow  his  Instructions  from  Ottawa 
and  flll  the  vacancies  to  the  end  that 
fL  City  delivery  may  be  inaugurated 
as  soon  as  poasible.  As  the  new  help 
at  the  post  offlce  becomes  better  ac- 
quainted with  the  work  operations 
are  being  speeded  up. 

Pending  the  meeting  of  the  various 
local,  labor  organisations  and  their 
taking  of  a  strike  vote  the  situation 
so  far  as  the  strikers  Is  concerned 
will  not  show  much  change  for  the 
be  lance  of  the  week.

Piecing  together  the  evidence  given 
at  the  inquest  held  yesterday  o^'er  the 
death  of  Mr.  James  Frederick  Hicks, 
an  accountant  at  the  naval  yard,  who 
was  found  dead  on  the  steamer  Prin- 
cess Adelaide  on  Sunday  morning,  the 
last  chapter  of  hia  life. with  ita  tragic 
climax  ia  this: 

Deceased  stepped  from  a  taxi  at 
Vancouver  and  wa«  met  by  Steward 
Thomas  Driakell,  who  took  his  bag- 
gage aboard  the  Adelaide.  Hicks  fol- 
lowing.  They  went  to  the  purser's 
offlce.  and  on  the  way  met  Chief 
Steward  Burch,  who  knew  deceased 
from  travelling  on  the  boat  with  him 
several  times.  Hicks  passed  the  time 
of  night  with  him.  joking  and  smiling 
Driskell  then  took  deceased  to  stata- 
room  No.  4S,  leaving  him  there. 
Hicks  said  that  he  expected  a  Capt. 
Smith,  of  the  Royal  Naval  Flying 
Corps,  aboard,  and  asked  the  steward 
he  wanted  to  visit  him.  Twice  before 
the  boat  sailed  deceased  came  from 
his  room  and  went  to  the  purser's 
ofllce:  first  to  pass  some  remarks  and 
the  second  time  to  leave  a  letter 
which  was  addressed  to  his  wife.  He 
put  four  three-cent  stamps  on  the 
envelope,  and  arked  that  It  be  regis- 
tered, as  it  was  very  important.  It 
was  put  in  the  .safe,  arid  a  receipt 
given  for  :t. 

Capt.    Smith    came    on    board    and ' 
wont  to  Hicks'  room,  and  later  to  his 
own  room  across  the  hall. 

Stcwardesa'  Discovery 

Just  before  ten  o'clock  en  Sunday 
morning,  as  the  Adelaide  lay  along- 
side the  wharf  nt  Victoria,  the  stew- 
ardess passed  along  the  deck  ,  and 
chanced,  for  what  she  says  was  the 
first  time  in  her  life,  to  glance  Into 
stateroom  No.  43.  Hicks  lay  huddled 
upon  the  Hoor.  facing  forward,  with 
his  head  partly  beneath  the  lower 
bunk.  The  stewardess  thought  the 
man  must  be  sick,  nnd  called  the 
second  steward,  who  looked  and  then 
called  Head  Steward  Burch,  saying, 
"I  have  something  to  show  you." 

As  there  was  no  sign  of  breathing 
or  pain,  Burch  phoned  the  com- 
mander of  the  ship,  who  was  at  his 
home,  and  alio  the  head  oi  the  stew- 
ard's department  on  shore.  He  then 
called  up  the  police,  telling  them  he 
thought  a  suicide  had  occurred  in  one 
of  the  rooms.  In  Ave  minutes  Dr. 
Lennox  and  the  police  were  on  the 
spot.  Constable  Allen  climbed  In 
through  the  window  and  found  de- 
ceased with  a  hole  through  his  right 
tampic  and  the  left  side  of  his  head. 
A  38  Colta  revolver,  U.  S.  Army  model 
lay  upon  the  lower  bunk,  while  a' 
cartridge  box  was  near  by.  The  re- 
volver was  fully  loaded  with  the  ex- 
ception of  one  chamber  from  which 
a  shell  had  been  fired.  The  entrance 
to  the  hea4  wouqd  was  smoky,  show- 
ing that  the  pistol  had  been  fired 
close  to  the  he.id.  The  bullet  went 
clean  through  the  man's  brain  and 
struck  the  celllngr,  falling  again  upon 
th«.  bed.  The  receipt  for  the  letter 
lay  among  the  clothes  in  a  crumpled 
condition.  No  shot  was  heacjl  by 
anyone,  not  even  by  the  two  watch- 
men. A  freshly  filled  pipe,  unlit,  also 
lay   upon   the  bed. 

After  moving  the  body  aside  Con- 
stable Allen  unlocked  the  door  by 
means  of  the  key,  which  was  still  In 
Ahe   lock   Inside. 

The  ship's  captain  gave  the  police 
the  letter  for  which  the  receipt  called 
and  It  was  delivered  to  the  wife  of  the 
deceased.  The  mltslve  shows  that  sui- 
cide wan  committed  owing  to  finan- 
cial difficulties. 

"Suicide  while  temporarily  Insane" 
was  the  verdict  of  the  coroner's  jury. 
Capt.  Smith  could  not  be  located  by 
the  police,  and  therefore  '  was  not 
there  to  give  evidence.  He  left  the 
ship  soon  aftar  she  arrived  hera,

while  some  of  the  big  retail  mer- 
chante import  large  ameuhte  from 
outside  points.  Now,  as  we  are  only 
making  a  bare  llvWgt  you  Would  do 
well  to  conslJer  yourselves  in  the 
small  storekeepers"  position  and  see 
how  you  would  like  to  b4  forced  to 
ohMe  up  In  tho  evening  when  the 
bulk  of  your  busineos  haa  always 
been  done.  And  I  think  you  will 
agrOe  that  none  but  a  bunch  of 
thievee  would  have  any  hand  in  mak- 
ing or  enforcing  such  injustice.

of  torMt  protection,  the  provincial 
government  has  contracted  with  the 
Hetar  Motor  8oat  Company.  Of  Vkn- 
edvvtr,  fOr  the  construction  dt  a  pa-> 
trol  flying  beat  to  be  Utillied  tor  for- 
«»«t  patrol  to  the  end  that  the  lira 
b^rd  may  be  lessoned. 

Borne  two  years  ato  this  up-to-date 
method  of  forest  protection  was  the 
•ubject  of  discuasion  at  a  gathering 
Of  Northwest  lumbermen  at  Portland, 
and  the  idea  ot  an  air  fOrea  Of  Are 
wardene  was  gtrohgly  advocated  as 
both  prijictlcal,  economical  and  eAei- 
ent.  The  great  atreteh  of  country 
that  an  airship  coutd  keep  guard  over, 
and  the  ability  to  diatingulsl^  the  first 
l>egiBnings  of  Are,  and  rapidly  get 
heljtl  to  the  apot  to  prevent 
lie  spread,  were  factors  thht  appeared 
t*  be  especially  within  the  previaee  ot 
an  ale  pati-ol.  The  Idea  has  been 
eeiMd  upon  by  this  province,  and  will 
Within  a  month  or  two  be  put  Into 
operation.

KANDALASKA,  Russian  Lapland, 
July  SO. — (By  the  Associated  Prose) 
—The  Allied  Embassies,  which  re- 
cently left  Vologda  for  Archangel, 
were  not  permitted  to  remain  in 
Archangel,  and  have  arrived  in 
Kattdalagka. 

The  Embassies  left  Volodga  July 
2S  In  response  to  a  message  ot  H. 
Tchltcherin,  Bolsheviki  Foreign  Min- 
ister, declaring  that  they  were  in 
great  danger  and  that  a  bombard* 
ment  ot  Vologda  was  threatened  for 
the  next  day.  He  urged  the  Embas- 
sies to  come  to  Moscow,  but  the 
Ambassadors  decided  to  proceed  to 
Areliangel.  where  they  expected  to 
communicate  with  their  govemmenta. 

At  Archengel  the  soviet,  aoting 
under  orders  from  Moscow,  refused 
to  permit  the  foreign  representatives 
to  remain,  but  placed  two  small 
Rusaian  shipf  at  their  disposal,  and 
aboard  these  they  left  on  July  21, 
escorted  by  a  Russian  trawler,  on  dn 
uneventtui  voyage  aoroee  the  Whita 
Bea. 

On  the  night  they  were  leaving 
Arohangel  it  waa  reported  that  the 
Moscow  government  had  ordered  that 
the  ealUng  ot  the  Ambassadori  be 
prevented.

"Our  greatest  source  of  complaint,' 
stated  the  petition  preaented  by  the 
auto  men,  "is  the  Jitney  question, 
which  we  would  like  to  have  rectlAed 
as  soon  as  possible.  We  ask  that  the 
Jitneys  be  prohibited  from  plying  for 
hire  and  that  they  keep  te  their 
chosen  routes.  NotlAcation  of  change 
of  route  should  be  given  to  the  chief 
of  police. 

"We  who  ply  for  hire  only  are  not 
allowed  to  run  a  Jitney.  If  we  do.  our 
licence  is  taken  away  from  uc  Then 
why.  we  ask,  are  the  Jitneys  allowed 
to  do  both  Jitney  and  'for  hire'  work 
and  not  have  their  licences  taken 
from  them?  We  ask  that  they  either 
run  as  Jitneys  or  for  hire,  not  as  both. 

"We  ulao  want  protection  In  collec- 
tion of  fares  from  parties  refusing  to 
pay,  especially  those  parties  leaving 
the  city  on  boata  or  trains.  Thia  has 
occurred  several  times." 

The  petition  also  asks  that  tallyhos 
and  ^tel  buses  t>e  restrained  from  In- 
terfering with  the  hired  car  bualnesa, 
and  that  men  with  other  regular 
sources  of  livelihood  l>e  restrained 
from  driving  profeealonally. 

The  commissioners  will  soon  lay 
before  the  City  council  a  report  rec- 
ommending action  towards  amend- 
ment of  the  existing  by-law  that  will 
meet  the  difllcultles  now  experienced.

Big  Oil  Tanker  Suffered  Much 
When  She  Struck  Rock  Off 
Peru— Five  Weeks  In  Dry- 
dock, 


and  have  been  taken  to  Neah  Bay  tern 
porarily.  There  were  no  lives  lost.  At 
a  late  hour  last  night  the  vessel  was 
reported  lying  in  a  favorable  position 
for  rescue  work,  being  closa  to  the 
beach,  on  an  even  keel,  but  down  by 
the  head.  The  weather  was  reported 
to  be  calm  at  the  time,  and  the  indi- 
cations are 'that  it  will  continue  to  be 
ao. 

As  soon  as  word  was  received  by 
the  local  agents.  Messrs.  R.  P.  Rithet 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  they  secured  the  services 
of  the  Salvor  of  the  B.  C.  Salvage 
Company,  and  the  vessel  left  early  In 
the  afternoon  to  make  the  run  to  the 
scene  of  the  stranding.  At  about  4:30 
o'clock  tbe  C.P.R.  coastal  flyer  Princess 
Victoria  was  also  sent  out  to  Cape 
•Flattery.  At  midnight  the  Salvor  re- 
ported that  she  was  sundlng  by,  the 
fore  holds  of  the  Canada  Maru  were 
full  of  water,'  and  that  examinations 
would  be  made  as  to  the  possibilities 
of  moving  the  vessel  with  the  break  of 
day.  ' 

At  the  same  time  word  was  received 
from  the  Princess  Victoria  to  the  ef- 
fect that  she  was  taking  on  board  the 
baggage  and  would  later  go  to  smooth- 
er water  to  receive  the  passengers  for 
transportation    to    William    Head. 

The  Canada  Maru  4s  a  steel  vessel  of 
6,000  tons  gross,  with  twin  screw  en- 
gines. She  Is  407  feet  long.  49  feet 
wide  and  draws  29  feet  of  water.  She 
wsa  built  in  Japan  In  1911.  and  has 
been  for  several  years  in  the  trans- 
Pacinc  service.  Capt.  Yamamoto  has 
been  many  years  on  this  run  and  has 
a  record  of  over  ten  years  without  ao 
accident. 

At  the  time  of  the  stranding  the 
Canada  Maru  was  Inward  bound  from 
Hong  Itfng  and  Yokohama,  having  a 
cargo  of  over  7,000  tons  of  general 
merchandise  as  well  as  a  full  list  of 
Japanese    passengers. 

Of  the  cargo  660  tons  was  consigned 
to  this  port,  while  62  of  her  passen- 
gers were  scheduled  to  debark  here. 
The  balance  of  the  cargo  and  passen- 
gers was  destined  for  Seattle. 

■alrafs  Vrospeets 
A  PACIFIC  PORT,  July  30.— Wire- 
less reports  from  Capt.  Y.  Yamamoto, 
master  of  the  Canada  Haru.  giving  the 
steamer's  position,  led  local  shipping 
men  to-  believe  tonight  that  salvaging 
of  the  stranded  linef  would  not  prove 
difficult  unless  stormy  conditions  arise. 
A  tug  and  several  scows  of  the  Mil- 
waukee Railway  have  been  ordered  to 
the  scene  to  lighter  part  of  the  steam- 
er's cargo.  Tha  U.  8.  Shipping  Board's 
training  ship  Iroquois.  Capt.  O.  A.  Bea- 
ton, was  also  ordered  to  the  stranded 
steamer  tonlfcht  to  Insure  the  taking 
off  of  the  176  passengers  on  the  Can- 
ada Maru.  Captain  >  Beaton  will  take, 
besides  his  regular  crew,  150  merchant 
marine  recruits  from  the  local  train- 
ing station.

The  oil  Unker  El  Lobo  has  been 
placed  In  the  hands  of  Mernrs.  Yar^-. 
rows,  Limited,  for  repairs:  It  is  Esti- 
mated that  the  work  will  take  about 
nve  weeks  to  complete  and  will  give 
employment  to  a  large  staff  of  skilled 
workers. 

The  offlcial  survey  showed  that 
when  the  El  Lobo  went  ashore  off 
Peru  she  suffered  more  seriously 
than  was  reported.  Seventy  of  her 
main  frames  will  have  to  be  strength- 
ened, twenty-one  of  the  bottom  plates 
must  be  taken  out  and  faired,  and 
six  which  were  pierced  as  well  as 
buckled  will  have  to  be  replaced. 

The  result  of  the  examination  and 
•urvev.  which  was  made  immediately 
after  the  vessel  entered  the  Ksqul- 
malt  drydock.  was  cabled  to  the  own- 
ers. Messrs.  Bcwrlng  A  Co..  of  Lon- 
don, and  the  estimate  submitted  by 
Yarrows,  Limited,  which  Is  .  In  the 
neighborhood  of  t70,00«,  was  accept- 
ed late  last  night  by  telegraph.  Work 
on  the  vessel  will  start  Immediately 
and  will  be  rushed  with  all  speed  In 
order  that  the  vessel  may  return 
to  service  as  soon  as  possible,  there 
l»«lii«  a  great  scarcity  In  tonnage 
•4apUd  to  the  csrrylng  of  oil  cargoes 
at  present 

The  stranding  of  the  IS  ILobo  e«- 
eurred  when  the  vessel  waa  on  her 
way  'o  Lobitos.  Peru,  for  a  cargo  of 
crude  oil.  Temporary  repairs  were 
effected  by  placing  a  lay«r  of  cement 
•v«r  the  plates  which  had  been  dam- 
aged, and  the  steamer  then  took  a 
cargo  of  oil  aboard  and  came  north 
at  her  be^t  speed.  As  soo«  as  the 
oil  had  been  dincharged  at  Vancou- 
ver she  came  over  her*  for  examlna- 
tlon,  entering  the  drydock  lam  Satur- 
day, qapt.  C.  Anderson  waa  master 
of  tae  veoel  at  the  time  she 
with  the  mlahan. 


IS  SWEETENING  PILL 
FOR  GERMAN  PEOPLE 


AMSTERDAM,  July  SO.— In  what 
Is  considered  ih  Allied  circles  here  an 
attempt  to  sweeten  the  bitter  pill  of 
the  German  people,  the  Berlin  Gov- 
ernment is  circulating  a  pamphlet 
dealing  with  the  "shortening  of  the 
German  front,"  written  by  a  former 
German  general  staff  officer. 

According  to  a  Berlin  dispatch  re- 
ceived here,  the  officer  said  in  part: 
"The  only  principle  to  be  followed  In 
all  measures  Is  to  Inflict  the  heaviest 
possible  losses  on  the  enemy  and  keep 
our  own  as  low  as  possible.  If  this 
result  Is  achieved  we  shall  approach 
even  nearer  the  final  aim  of  our  op* 
orations.  A  favorable  tactical  base 
most  be  created,  however,  and  this  Is 
being  attained  by  the  present  shorten- 
ing of  our  front.  It  will  cause  our 
opponent  to  continue  his  attacks  by 
the  employment  of  fresh  forces,  be- 
cause only  thus  can  he  extract  success 
from  the  ground  In  this  sector  which 
he  has  occupied  without  fighting. 

"Our  command  retains  complete 
freedom  of  operations,  and  by  short- 
ening Its  front  It  avoided  itself  to  be 
pinned  down,  under  locally  unfavor- 
able conditions,  to  any  definite  sec- 
tor." 


Ca|>taln  W.  H.  Logan,  salvage  offi- 
cer for  Lloyds  on  this  Coast,  was 
called  by  Mr.  J.  K.  Mcmullen,  counsel 
for  the  r.  P.  R.  He  had  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Imperial  Merchant  Service 
Guild  and  his  recollection  of  the  work 
of  the  organization  was  that  it  never 
adopted  an  attitude  antagonistic  to 
the  owners,  and  he  had  never  heard 
of  It  threatening  a  strike  to  enforce 
Its  demands.  He  said  the  Old  Coun- 
try guild  was  a  dignified  Institution, 
Wage  questions  were  settled  between 
owners  and  employees  and  not  by  the 
guild.  Its  principal  object  was  to  In- 
stltsto  amicable  relations  with  own- 
ers. 

If  a  guild  became  affiliated  with 
trade  uifions  It  would  have  a  serious 
effect  on  discipline,  thought  CapUin 
Logan,  and  he  went  on  to  say  that 
discipline  "did  not  exist  on  AmeHcan 
vessels  owing  to  union  activities."  In 
the  course  of  his  salvage  work  he 
had  on  several  occasions  to  get  rid  of 
the  crews  of  the  American  vessel  be- 
fore salvage  work  could  be  carried 
out. 

In  answer  to  Mr.  Mc'faggart.  he 
said  that  no  difficult)-  had  been  ex- 
perienced  In  the  Imperial  Guild  be- 
cause masters  and  mates  were  mem- 
bers and  discipline  Jiad  not  weak- 
ened.

heavy  In  the  American  sector,  and  r^ 
aulted  ^  drtvlna  the  Americans  out 
of  the  vUlaae  of  Cleraea,,  about  6H 
miles  southeast  of  Fere-en-Tards- 
sols. 

Another  German  thrust  drove  tha 
French  out  of  Beaneux  near  Oran^ 
Rosoy.  northwest  of  Fere-en-Tarde- 
nola.  This  town,  however  waa  re> 
captured  from  the  enemy. 

There  has  been  heavy  flahtlna 
near  Busancy,  nve  miles  south  of 
Sotssons,  and  also  In  Plees4er  wood, 
about  Ave  miles  further  south.  In 
this  latter  locality  fotty-ftve  prison- 
ers were  taken  belonalng  to  three 
divisions  of  the  enemy  ne:vr  eosased 
In  the  Marne  salient,  niere  are  71 
suoh  divisions,  of  whidh  10'  belong  to 
the  northern  army  of  Crown  Prinoa 
Rupprecht  of  Bavaria. 

Some  advance  has  been  effected  \>y 
tha  Allies  in  the  Ardre  valley,  along 
tha  easterly  side  of  the  front,  to- 
warda  the  village  of  Anbilly.  A 
certain  amount  of  ground  likewise 
has  been  gained  near  the  centre  In 
the  neighborhood  of  Villsrs-Ajvaoo- 
Alguisy. 

The  main  advance  on  the  westerly 
slle  of  the  front  seems  to  have  haea 
at  Grand  Roaoy,-  aboat  Ave  miles 
northwest  of  Fere-en-Tardenois.  ThS 
French  here  are  progressing  north  on 
to  the  crest  of  the  plateau  between 
the  Vesle  and  the  Ourcq. 

The  enemy's  withdrawal  is  report- 
ed still  orderly,  and  military  opinion 
in  London  discounts  the  possibility  of 
any  rounding  up  of  Germans  in  the 
salient. 

Wltbont   OMsatlon 

LONDON.  July  SO.— 4:41  p.m.— 
American  troopa  in  the  BolSsOns- 
Rheims  sector  have  been  flghtlng  vir- 
tually without  cessation  along  their 
whole  line  for  the  last  24  hours.  The 
German  defence  had  stiffened,  and 
the  Americans  had  made  very  little 
fresh  progress  up  to  noon  today,  ac- 
cording to  dlspatohia  thia  afternoon. 
The  eame  was  true  about  all  the  Al- 
lied armies  from  Solssons  to  Rheims, 

The  situation  in  the  American  sec- 
tor, the  latest  advices  indicate,  la 
that  the  Germans  have  regained  the 
town  of  Cierges,  but  that  the  Amer> 
leans  are  holding  Sergy  very  deter- 
minedly, and  are  inflicting  very 
heavy  losses  on  the  enemy  in  his 
hastily   organised   counter-attacks. 

During  the  night  the  Germans  kept 
.up  their  unsuccessful  counter-at- 
tacka  in  an  effort  to  And  a  hole  some- 
where In  the  American  linee.  They 
continued  the  same  hopeless  quest 
today.  On  the  other  parts  of  the 
line,  the  most  noteworthy  Allied  ad- 
vance was  the  accomplishment  of 
the  French  in  capturing  Remlgny,  on 
the  easterly  side  of  the  salient. 

Five  of  the  ten  divisions  from 
Crown  Prince  Ruppreoht's  army 
which  have  been  called  to  reinforce 
the  Crown  Prince's  army  have  been 
put  in  the  battle  twice,  it  has  been 
established  from  Identification  of 
units. 

IVy  to  HoM  Gronnd 

PARIB,  July  30. — The  fierceness  of 
the  flghtlng  Monday,  it  is  believed 
here,  is  a  sign  that  the  German  re- 
treat has  reached  Its  limit  and  that 
the  enemy  will  make  a  stond  with  his 
right  wing  on  the  plateau  eouth  of 
the  Crlse  and  with  his  left  on  the  hill 
south  of  the  Ardre.  For  the  de- 
fence of  this  line,  it  ie  held,  the  Ger- 
mans will  devote  all  of  General  von 
Boehm'a  army  and  the  reeerva  divi- 
siona  taken  from  Crown  Prince  Rup- 
precht of   Bavaria. 

MACHINE  GUNS  USED 
ON  GERMAN  STRIKERS 

AMSTERDAM.  July  19.— A  new 
strike  has  broken  at  Kalka.  Rhenish 
Prussia,  near  Cologne,  according  to 
the   Echo   Beige. 

Machine  guns  were  used  to  sup- 
press the  movement,  and  the  leaders 
were  arrested,  the  paper  declares

CUMBSRLANB,  Jnly  It.— 8boot< 
ing  from  his  hip.  Dominion  Constable 
Campbell  of  VletoHa  Instantly  killed 
Alec  Goodwin,  a  young  draft  evader 
of  this  district,  who  with  several  of 
his  fellows  had  been  in  hiding  in  the 
woods  around  Comox  Lake  for  the 
post  two  or  three  months. 

Constable  Campbell  had  become 
separated  from  a  posse  of  Dominion 
special  offlcers  hunting  down  the 
party  of  four  or  Ave  Cumberland  men. 
aeoording  to  the  statement  of  Pro- 
vincial OfQcer  Rushford.  and  he  sud- 
denly encountered  Goodwin  in  a 
heavily  wooded  section  near  the  up- 
per reaches  of  the  lake. 

"Stick  up  your  hands  and  come  for- 
ward." shouted  the  ofAcer. 

Goodwin  apparently  complied,  but 
when  about  Ave  yards  distant  sudden- 
ly dropped  his\arms  and  levelled  a 
rifle  at  the  ofAcer.  Campbell  shot 
quickly  from  his  hip  in  frontier 
faahlen^and  Goodwin  dropped  with  a 
bullet  through  his  chest.  He  died  ln< 
stantly. 

Goodwin's  death  has  revived  inter- 
est in  the  activities  of  a  party  of  four 
or  Ave  embryo  desperadoes  who  left 
the  city  shortly  after  the  promulga- 
tion of  the  Military  Service  Act  witi} 
the  avowed  Intention  of  resisting  the 
"whole  Canadian  army"  rather  than 
J>e_oonserlpted. 

Well  supplied  with  food  and  arms, 
the  party  took  to  the  woods  two  or 
three  n)onths  ago.  and  it  was  not  until 
raoeatly  that  organised  efforts  to 
round  them  up  have  been  made.

WITH  THE  AMERICAN  ARMY 
ON  THE  AISNE-MARNB  FRONT. 
July  SO. — (By  Associated  Press)  — 
The  crosring  of  the  Ourcq  river  was 
effected  by  the  Americans  on  Sunday 
in  brilliant  style  in  the  face  of  great 
dlf Acuities,  the  Germans  having  de- 
stroyed the  bridges  and  placed  their 
artillery  and  machine  guna  in  ad- 
vantageous positions  to  resist  the 
passage.  

The  Franco- American  forces  had 
planned  to  cross  the  Ouroq  before 
daylight  on  Sunday.  The  Americans 
repeatedly  sUrted  to  advance  during 
the  night,  but  as  often  were  held 
back  by  the  Are  of  the  enemy 
machine  guns  and  heavier  pieces. 

During  one  of  the  lulls  in  the 
German  Aring.  Captain  Allen  Hue. 
of  Omaha.  Neb.,  worked  his  men  up 
to  the  centre  of  a  Aeld,  the  slopes 
of  which  led  to  the  Ourcq. 

Choosing  the  opportune  moment 
Huff's  men  dashed  to  the  river, 
jumped  In  with  a  spUsh  and  waded 
across.

Under  a  Are  from  the  enemy  only 
slightly  less  than  that  of  yesterday, 
the  Americans  on  the  front  north 
of  Ourcq  held  on  to  their  positions 
this  forenoon,  and  even  advanced  a 
little  toward  the  road  from  Seringas 
to  Sergy. 

Repeated  efforts  by  the  enemy  to 
dislodge  the  Americans  were  futile. 
On  the  Americans'  left  the  French 
are  moving  forward.  To  the  right 
the   lines  are   holding  steadily. 

The  guards  that  were  brought  in 
by  the  Germans  to  attack  the  Ameri- 
cans yesterday  appeared  today  to 
have  been  withdrawn  by  the  German 
command.

"The  piles  of  German  dead  were 
all  the  more  noticeable  since  the 
guards  came  into  the  Aght  with 
complete  brand  new  equipment  as  if 
they  had  ttlrned  out  for  parade  be- 
fore  the    Emporor."
